SUBJECT: 

1, In a discussion between the undersigned and Mr* Foley, 
Chief of the Section of the Claims Division of the Department 
of Justice which handles cases arising out of the Federal Tort 
Claims Act of 1946, Mr* Foley gave as his opinion: 

(a) That in an accident case where there has apparently 
been no negligence on either side, the agency is within its rights 
to reject the claim; 

(b) That in rejecting such claims, it is agency practice 
to reject them out of hand without assigning any reason therefor $ 
and 


(c) That it is the present opinion and holding of his 
Section that if an Insurance company brings suit as a subrogee, 
the claim will be rejected on the basis that the subrogee has
